As the bugler 
sounded Last Post, the guard 
presented arms and the flag was 
broken and lowered to half- 
mast. 

Opening the service, Mayor 
Dates said: "For a long time, 
your mayor and council have de- 
sired to express officially on our 
own behalf in a public manner 
the respect and gratitude wc 
owe to those who have given all 
for king and country. There is 
no special recognition for any 
one, as all are equal in their 
great sacrifice. - 

"From time to time we wish to 
hold such a service if it pleases 
the people of the town. If it 
meets the approval of those in- 
timately concerned we shall be 
glad and very proud. 

"In grateful remembrance I 
am going to read the honor roll 
to date. If any names arc miss- 
ing, please bear with us, as wc 
have tried our beat to make our 
record complete.

"Greater honor hath no man 
than this: that a man lay down 
his life for his friend or his 
country." 

After one minute of silence 
had been observed, Capt the 
Rev. W. D. Muckle spoke: "In 
paying tribute to those who have 
died In their country's service, 
we must not forget their fam- 
ilies and the price they must 
pay." 

Declaring that there should be 
more respect paid the veterans 
of the last war and this, Capt. 
Muckle offered to subscribe $50 
towards the compilation of n 
memory book in which the 
names of Newmarket's service- 
men could be inscribed together 
with their pictures and history. 
"Copies of such a memory book 
could be placed in each of the 
public schools and in the library 
so that the children would know 
of the extent of the sacrifice 
made by these men," he said. 

In referring to Copt Muckle's 
"generous offer of financial as- 
sistance" in compiling a record 
of local veterans in this and the 
last war, Dr. Dales expressed 
himself as strongly in favor of 
such a booklet which, he said, 
will give "due honor to our local 
volunteers, men and women, for 
their parts nobly played. Also I 
know we shall desire when the 
days of war are over a general 
remembrance service for the 
whole town." 

Rev. Henry Cotton led the 
gathering tn prayer, 'following 
which Last Post was sounded 
and the flag lowered to half- 
mast. The Reveille ended the 
service.

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PEOPLE'S UNIVERSITY

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With the new editor attending a newspaper 
meeting in Winnipeg this week, I am taking the 
editor's corner to report briefly on a holiday visit 
to Nova Scotia. We had not veiled my *peop!e ra 
since before the war and when ft became possible 
to get away we fast packed up and went. We 
took two children with us, leaving the baby 
(with maternal relatives} arid the dog {with the 
peacekeeper) at borne. 

With so many Newmarket boys travelling to 
and through Nova Scoria these days one must be 
careful about what be says, or be corrected, but 
I think that say who have beea dowa the south 
shore of Nova Scotia beareen Halifax and "Yar- 
mouth will -agree that *ocb natural beauty is not 
so be found everywhere. We spent most of oar 
time near Cbcsser, a dimmer resort village 
frsoiKntfid in peace tame iyy wealthy Americans. 
I was- born there bat I aeries- appreciated the 
beauty of it snml I had beets away and reiaraed.

Nova Scotian roads are good, Nova Scotian 
scenery is amazing, but Nova Scotian land is poor. 
Except for the fertile Annapolis valley, and two 
or thr«c other lesser valley and marsh areas, the 
land of Nova Scotia is strewn with granite, 
Ontario farmers could not make a living on most 
Nova Scotia farms, and Nova Scotia farmers 
don't grow enough potatoes to supply their own 
province. They prefer to us* their rocky fields 
to grow hay, and this year as the result of dry 
weather they won't have enough hay- 
Ontario farmers would be surprised to see. 
what a light growth of hay some Nova Scotia 
farmers try to save. In some instances it would 
remind them of the day that the oldest boy took 
his first shave. It would surprise them to see 
men trimming around rocks with a scythe. It 



would surprise them to- see a wood-toothed hand- 
rake used in the fields behind the hay-rack (I 
have never seen the Ontario hay-wagon with no 
sides used m Nova Scotia) to gather up stray 
wisps of hay. It would surprise them to see (as 
can be seen along Novae Scotia's south shore) a 
team .of oxen drawing the hay from an orchard 
or srnall fieH to a perhaps distant barn. 

Ontario farmers would be; surprised to see 
grain mowed like' hay afid the grain thrown on a 
hay-rack arid puJfed -hjMWtttt to a distant mill to 
be threshed, and then the grain and straw 
brought home agaia How then do ffova Scotian

. Nova Scotian farmers 3nd fishermen not only 
make the most of what is at hand, but many of 
them are making an organized effort to gfct their 
fuB share of the sale price of their products. 
SJouth shore deep sea fishermen work on shares 
with the owners of their boats (such schooners as 
the famed ^Bluenose") but it is at the other end 
of the province, in Aritigonash county and on 
Cape Breton island, an area served and inspired 
by St. Francis Xavier University, that producer 
and consumer co-operatives and credit unions 
are growing by leaps and bounds, 

I spent three days at Antigonish (the- -county 
town and university seat) to learn something of 
the Nova Scotia co-operative business of prob- 
ably over 54,000,000 a year. The credit unions 
encourage thrift among a*n already thrifty people 
{highland Scots in this part of Novs Scotia) and 
provide capital for co-operatives. St. Francis 
Xavier leaders urge the importance of consumer 
co-operatives, even though they usually have a 
difficult time getting established, as a step to- 
ward consumer ownership of factories and pro- 
duction completely in, tune with consumption. 

Even with the savings which their producer 
and consumer co-operatives give them, and their 
naiive thrift, the farmers and fishermen of east- 
ern Nova Scotia remain poorer than our as yet 
individualistic Ontario farmers. However, I 
think that those who have undertaken to do for 
themselves and their neighbors through study 
and organization, are achieving a day-to-day 
happiness which may be more satisfying than 
financial success. I was attending a three-day 
meeting of the Nova Scotia Credit Union League 

and the Nova Scotia Co-operative Council, and to 
mingle "with farmers, fishermen and miners in 
the halls of SL Francis Xavier University was to 
realize that happiness is to be found m striving 
rather than in arriving. 

This little Catholic university, with its great 
heart and its great vision, has made life worth- 
while for thousands of discouraged Nova Scotian 
fishermen and farmery.

threshing, from its inception to its 
present stage, and with a few futur- 
istic dreams thrown in for good 
measure.

ble the mosquito nuisance in town." 

A dozen people had complained 
to him about the fires at the dump. 
said Councillor J. U Spillette. 

•If we built an incinerator at a 
coat of $20.0CO those same tax- 
payers would object," said Mayor 
Dales. 

Councillor Frank Bowser said 
that paper burnt at the dump 
should be burnt where the fire 
woutd not eat into the dump. 
Mayor Dales said that *^5 percent 
of the trouble is that people don't 
wrap their garbage." .- 

"One, of the ways of guarding 
against polio is by taking proper 
care of garbage,** said Dr. Wesley. 

"Rats from the dump are as 
much' a menace to health as any- 
thing.? said Deputy-Reeve A. D. 

Evans. "The complaint Is that the 
fire drives the ruts from the dump 
t« people's houses*." 

"We had a debenture debt of 
$£G0X00 at one time." said Dr. 
Dales. "We pride ourselves on re- 
ducing it. The time has come when 
we should have less respect for the 
debenture debt and more for hu- 
man rights. At one time a council 
put on a debenture debt and put in 
municipal sewers. They were 
crucified but today we are grateful 
to those men. 

'The town has a number of needs, 
and we must do things differently 
when the boys .come back. We need 
an Incinerator. We should have a 
swimming-tank for the kids. We 
should have a community rink and 
have free skating for the kids. 
We want to make this public health 
nurse project a success and give 
the nuraa good backing and "a good 
office," 

"The hot weather has aggravated 
the situation at the dump." said 
Reeve F. A. Lundy. *Tha only 
sensible solution is an Incinerator. 
I want the council to agree that an 
Incinerator will be the first thing 
we will undertake after the war." 

"I don't know how much stuff 
I lose from rats." said Councillor 
J. A. Pe-.'ks. who operates a feed 
business. M Feed arrives one day 
and hy four or five the next morn- 
ing it is eaten up. It is five min- 
utes to 12 at the dump. The gar- 
bage is going Into the creek." 

"We should have an incinerator 
after the war whether it costs 
$15,000 or $25,000,*' said Mr. Spill- 
ette. 'The odor in that district is 
terrific."

DEATH CLAIMS 
US*. JOWETT 



Known and beloved by count- 
less "old sweats'* and soldiers of 
the present war, Lewis Jowett. 
regimental sergeant-major of 
the 2nd battalion. Queen's York 
Rangers (reserve), was carried 
to his last rest in Toronto on 
Monday with full military hon- 
ors. 

Mr. Jowett was born in 
England near Sheffield, and en- 
listed in 139S with the Duke of 
j Wellington's West Riding regi- 
; ment He took part in the 
\ South African war. receiving a 
j decoration. In 1913 he came to 
■ Canada, but the outbreak of war 
j sent him back to his first love, 
! the armv. and in 1914 he went 
j overseas" as R.S-M- of the 74th 
; battalion. 

1 This battalion was broken up 
[and he was appointed R.S.M. of 
the 127th battalion, composed 
largely of North York men. The 
127th was broken up and he was 
transferred to the 2nd railway 
troops. In 1919 he was demobil- 
ized and he immediately joined 
the Queen's Rangers as R.S.M. 
This unit was amalgamated in 
1936 with the 12th York Rangers 
and Mr. Jowett continued in his 
post until his death last week. 
With 43 years of service to his 
credit he made his 24th trip to 
Niagara camp last week but was 
seized with a heart attack and 
came home during the first 
week of training. In 1942 he 
was awarded the Canadian Ef* 
] ficiency Medal, his seventh or 
eighth a\card, and at the pres- 
entation ceremony the entire 
unit he loved so well did him 
honor. On many occasions he 
was offered a commission but 
turned down the offer to remain 
as RSlt a post he filled with 
dignity and honor for many 
years. Unable to go on active 
service in this war he took pride 
in the number of Queen's Yorks 
on active service. 

A large number of county re- 
serve officers and men, includ- 
ing Lieut-Col. C. E. Reeve and 
Major Earl Bales, attended the

'Church, with the padre of the 
county unit Capt the Rev. J.
